Toyon Rd. property owners will meet with represen¬ 
tatives of the Prescott Company of Pasadena at the John 
A. Sielen home, 325 Toyon Rd., Sept. 14, in an effort to 
iron ou( differences which the property owners contend, is 
due to months-long "miscarriage of justice” by the City 
Council, the Planning Commission and the company since 
inauguration of the dispute late last winter.

Bids Opened 
For Duarte 
Flood Work 

A three-month undertak¬ 
ing to provide additional 
flood protection for Duarte 
and vicinity will get under 
way soon following submis¬ 
sion of an apparent low bid 
of $133,936 by the Owl Truck 
and Construction Company 
of Compton, for construction 
of Van Tassel Canyon Chan¬ 
nel and related work. 

Frank G. Bonelli, chair¬ 
man of the Board of Super¬ 
visors, reported that bids for 
the project were opened in 
the offices of M. E. Sals- 
bury, chief engineer of the 
County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict, with a total of eight 
proposals filed. 

High bid was $497,799.05. 

THE WORK involves clear¬ 
ing and stripping of the 
channel bottom, levee and 
road sites and excavation of 
channel storm deposits for 
use in road and levee fill, 
Bonelli said. 

Also included is construc¬ 
tion of facings on the levees, 
concrete headwalls and met¬ 
al pipe side drains. Fish 
Canyon Rd. will be relocated 
and treated with asphalt 
surfacing, the supevisor re¬ 
ported. 

Van Tassel Canyon Chan¬ 
nel is located on the north 
bank of the San Gabriel 
River about 1% miles north¬ 
east of Foothill Blvd. Object 
of the flood control project 
is to reduce debris flow from 
the canyon and prevent it 
from spilling across nearby 
urban developments. 

The improvements will be 
paid for from the current 
fiscal budget of the Flood 
Control District, Bonelli 
added.

In comparison, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s f lo a t cost only 
around $2,500.

“We are hopeful,” said
